On SEEM 2 cargo of approximately fifty tons of lead, the 
proverty of T. Thomopoulos, Greak citizen and resident of Villach, Britiss 
gone of Austria, arrived in Trieste on board the SS SAN ANTONIO, Itatian 
registry.
